DISASTER AREA i 

Perkins To Get 
I Data On Damage 
To Farming Here 

; Morgan County Farm Agent 
I Charlie Dixon and other Morgan 
I farm agency heads are making a 
survey of drouth damages in 
Morgan, Elliott and Wolfe coun¬ 
ties at the request of Congress¬ 
man Carl D. Perkins of the 7th 
district, who said Thursday he 
proposed to recommend the area 
be designated as a disaster area 
if damage to farrr"s from the 
drouth warrants it. 

The message from Perkins’of¬ 
fice in Washington was received 
Thursday. Agricultural agency 
heads in Elliott and Wolfe have 
been asked by Mr. Dixon to make 
surveys in their counties, after 
which he will foreward the find¬ 
ings to Mr. Perkins. 

Though not hit so hard as 
western Kentucky, Morgan crops 
and pastures have been badly- 
damaged by the drouth in re¬ 
cent days, and many farmers are 
hauling w.iter for their livestock. 
Large stock ponds have proved 
adequate so far but small ponds 
have dried up along with nearly 
all branches and creeks. 

Scattered showers the first' 
half of August gave a total rain¬ 
fall of 2 inches here, the last rain 
being 45 hundredths of an inch 
on the 18th. Total July rainfall 
was only 2.7 inches with only one 
rain on the 4th as much as one- 
half inch. But the intense heat 
in recent days has dried up many 
water supplies. The temperature 
reached 103 '2 here Monday and 
has hit 101 the past three days, 
John Turner, local weather ob¬ 
server, reports. I 

Mr. Dixon Thursday estimated I 
Morgan’s tobacco crop would be 
approximately 70 to 75 percent i 
of normal this season. Early to¬ 
bacco reached a mature growth 
before the drouth set in but late! 
tobacco is very .small and some 1 
of it not worth cutting. However, ^

Mr. Dixon stressed that the 
group had been advised to buy 
Northwestern lamb.s because they 
could be had for less money and 
would require less feed and no 
rams for this year. 

While caring for these Iambs 
through the winter and spring, 
experiences will be gained that 
will enable the growers to do a 
better job with the ewes next 
fall. It is felt that wool from 
these lambs will pay the feed 
cost through the winter. The 
feed will need to be only fair to 
good quality legume hay and pas¬ 
ture. 

It is expected that these ewe 
lambs can be delivered to the 
' farm and insured for a total cost 
1 of $18 per head. Yearling ewes 
I ready to breed would cost $28 to 
i$30. 

I These Iambs will be adapted to 
I the conditions on the farms here 
I .so that hreeriing will ‘oe 
and more lambs can be raised 
per ewe next year.

Special livestock loans, au¬ 
thorized by recent legislation, are 
now available to eligible farmers 
in this locality, it was announced 
by William P. Caskey, supervisor 
of the Farmers Home Admini¬ 
stration for Morgan and Magoffin 
counties. 

Purpose of the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture’s new loans 
is to provide temporary credit to 
livestock producers to continue 
their operations, after suffering 
economic difficulties. Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
has given top responsibility for 
the new program to R. B. Mc- 
Leaish, national administrator of 
the Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion. FHA state and county offi¬ 
cers will disburse the funds, col¬ 
lect the loans and service the ac¬ 
counts. 

Established producers of cattle, 
sheep, and goats may borrow if 
they cannot get the credit they 
need from customary sources, if 
they have good records of opera¬ 
tions, and if the credit will give 
them a reasonable chance to suc¬ 
ceed. This aid is only for estab¬ 
lished producers of livestock, and 
is not for getting a start in or ex¬ 
panding livestock business, or op¬ 
erating commercial feed lot. 
Loans may be used to buy or pro¬ 
duce feed, pay for grazing per¬ 
mits, rent farm buildings, pas¬ 
ture, and feed crop land; replace, 
hire, or repair farm machinery or 
equipment, build and repair 
fences, move livestock to and 
from grazing places; repair or 
improve livestock and domectic 
water supplies; and pay essential 
living expenses and costs of 
maintaining farm buildings. 
Loans bear 5 percent interest and 
are repayable over periods up to 
three years. 

.^11 loans must be approved by 
a special livestock loan commit¬ 
tee appointed by the Secretary. 
To serve as temporary State spec¬ 
ial livestock loan committee for 
Kentucky, Secretary Benson has 
named the following: Earl May- 
hew.

Attorneys for the two litigants and a special 
judge last week completed a recount of the 10,- 
151 votes cast in the August 1 Democratic pri¬ 
mary for State Senator in the four counties of 
the 34th district and found the tabulation of the 
election commissioners so accurate that there 
was no net change in the majority of the offi¬ 
cial winner, J. Everett Bach of Jackson. 

While there was a net change of 7 votes in 
Breathitt in favor of Bach’s opponent, Charles 
Davis, who filed the contest suit, there was a net 
change of 6 votes in Bach’s favor in Morgan and 
1 in Lee county. Magoffin’s count was found to 
be the same. Thus, while the totals were changed 
a few votes in some counties, the majority for 
the winner remained the same. 

In Morgan the attorneys found errors in only- 
eight precincts, and only by one vote in each 
precinct. And this in a total of 4,073 votes cast 
in the race. Multiply the 4,073 ballots cast, by 
the ten races tabulated in Morgan, and it is 
found the tabulators counted more than 40,000 
votes. 

Human frailties in the rush and stress of 
calling and counting votes late at night might 
well account for greater error than Special Judge 
Coleman Wright of Shelbyville and attorneys 
for Mr. Davis and Mr. Bach found at the four 
county seats. 

All of which is to say that, contrary to the 
irresponsible talk of some people that “elections 
are stolen,” election officials of the four counties 
are to be congratulated for their fairness afid 
accuracy in recording the ballots as they were 
cast by the electorate. 

All election officials, the county commis¬ 
sioners, callers, tabulators and watchers, who 
made the original tabulation, deserve our com¬ 
mendation. 

This recounting of the ballots by a special 
judge and attorneys representing both candidates 
should set at rest much of the irresponsible talk 
of “election steals” in mountain counties.

Now let me explain this—it is not just feeling.

Now if you could do that 
that would be the beginning of unraveling and 
perhaps removing that. I do not mind to say to 
you in the least the same thing that Jesus said, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all in like manner 
pcri.'h.” He was meaning exactly this, unless 
you come to yourself and confess that these 
faults are yours, that you know that they are 
and that they are doing something to you you 


SOIL COXSERV.ATIO.N IS BE.ARING FRUIT 

The soil conservation program and the other 
farm programs of the United States Department 
of Agriculture appear to be bearing fruit in the 
following manner to every one who observes 
the changes in cultivation of our soil in the last 
25 years. The period that many years ago was 
a period of exploitation of :he natural resources 
ot the soil in the way of timber, growing corn 
and crops on the hills and slopes. Owners for 
the first time had a market for their timber in 
the way of lumber instead of running it down 
the river in the form of rafts. When the large 
oaks, poplars and pines were cut and logged, 
the owner then proceeded to clear the land, to 
deaden the remaining larger trees and cultivate 
the land in com for four or five years and the 
land would produce an abundance of com, oats, 
and other crops. Most of the good land was thus 
cleared and washed away. 

During the last few years under the farm 
programs part of this land has been put in grass 
and most of the remainder of the hills have been 
allowed to grow up in bushes. The small bot¬ 
toms and the level land has been drained and 
fertilizer and lime used and more intensive 
farming methods have given the farmer more 
crops with less labor. 

The results have had the following effects: 
first, prevented the soil from washing away; 
second, the beginning of the growth of timber 
that one day will provide lumber; third, the 
leaves, grass, bushes and timber tend to hold 
the rain water and thus prevent overflows of 
the valleys; fourth, the growth of trees and 
forests will provide a refuge for wild life which 
will appear again and in the small branches and 
creeks water will be retained and provide an 
bundance for fish and other life. 

A survey by some competent governmental 
authority to calculate the rainfall and runoff 
mto streams this year would show that the situ¬ 
ation will prevent overflows of Licking to help 
prevent floods. 

Soil conservation is paying off now and is 
helping stake a future that holds promise for 
farmers. 


will do with the crowd that does not understand 
these predicaments and consequently you will 
fall in line with their same kind of defeat and 
death.

They can do it when that 
happens but only when that happens can they 
begin to unravel this awful hold upon them by 
this terrible drug. 

The third thing that is always fine is to con¬ 
fess it to somebody in whom you have confidence. 
We all need that. One of the finest things in the 
world for any of us when we are under tension, 
when we are in distress, is to be able to talk it 
over with somebody as a friend. If we do then 
we are all right, it relieves us. Sometimes as a 
counselor I have sat for an hour and just listened 
to somebody unravel and unfold and pour out 
the condition of their own soul and when they 
did it they had great relief and sometimes it has 
been the turning point in the life of someone. I 
am saying first of all that if you have any of 
these things inside you, disturbing you, if j-ou 
don't find it out for yourself it is not necessary 
for anyone to tell you unless you can believe it. 
And when you do believe it to the point that you 
are willing frankly to admit it, admit it to Al¬ 
mighty God above everything else and when you 
do that, humbly understanding that you are in 
need and that you are calling on the resources of 
heaven for help I can assure you by thepromises 
of God and through the ages of experience that 
all of His resources are at your disposal and He 
promises never to leave nor forsake you.

1 was in San Francisco the last 
time readers of this column heard 
Irom me. 1 suppose I’d better 
take up where I left off. It was 
Friday, July 24 that we rubbed 
the fog from our eyes and left 
the roller coaster streets of the 
not so golden city of the Golden 
Gate. As soon as we were out 
of the city the fog disappeared as 
if by magic. The sun was warm 
and bright, and it was summer 
again. 

We reached Yosemite National 
Park around noon and drove 
through the lovely Yosemite Val¬ 
ley. We took pictures of the 
Falls which have a drop of 2425 
feet; Half Dome, a granite form¬ 
ation which is 8850 feet high, and 
El Capitan, a natural granite 
monument of Nature’s handwork 
which rises perpendicularly 3000 
feet. 

After leaving the valley we 
went to the Mariposa grove of 
big trees and drove through the 
Wawona Tunnel Tree which is 
one of the hundreds of giant se¬ 
quoias growing here, some of 
which are 4000 years old and 200 
feet high with circumferences of 
ninety feet. .A’fter photographing 
seme of the trees and wild ani¬ 
mals, we headed toward Fresno. 

We reached Fresno before dark 
and decided to spend the night 
there. Fresno which is in the 
center of the rich, irrigated San 
Joaquin Valley is the home of 
the world’s largest winery. In 
addition to grapes, this valley 
also produces large amounts of, 
olives, figs, cotton and peaches. I 
Last but not least. Fresno also 
produced that self-styled, eccen¬ 
tric novelist, short story writer, 
plaj^vright and author of “Come 
Onno ^ly ’Ouse,’’ William Saroy¬ 
an. 

The next day, Saturday, we 
drove to Los .-Vogeles. the city 
which contains many cities. We 
reached our destination long be¬ 
fore we expected to, then I called 
Madeline Fouchaux. I had writ¬ 
ten to Madeline for a number of 
years, but we had never seen 
each other. Nevertheless, even 
before we had begun this tour, 
she had invited us to stay as long 
as we wished at her home in Los 
Angeles. She also said that the 
home of her daughter would be 
open to us if we preferred to stay- 
in Inglewood. 

Madeline’s home was a huge 
ranch type building with a lawn 
like a thick green carpet flow¬ 
ered with palms and century- 
plants. We were ushered into the 
borne of an artist and a poet. 
The walls were covered with 
Madeline’s own excellent paint¬ 
ings, and many artistic ceramic 
creations added further beauty- 
and interest to the place. 

On Sunday the 26th Madeline 
was our guide through the fa¬ 
mous Huntington Library where 
we saw many interesting and 
educational things including such 


: original paintings as the Blue 
Boy and Pinkey-. Madeline’s com¬ 
ments and criticisms of the vari- 
' ous paintings constitutea a min¬ 
iature course in art. On the way- 
to the library- we saw the famous 
Santa Anita Race Track and 
drove through many of the su¬ 
burbs of the city. 

On Monday- Anita and I crashed 
the fabulous Holly-wood alone. 
We collected tickets for radio 
shows at the various studios. We 
saw “Shane" (scripted by A. B. 
Guthrie, Jr.) at Grauman’s Chin¬ 
ese Theatre. We tried in vain to 
get into one of the movie studios 
and we had dinner not at the 
Brown Derby, but at a more in¬ 
expensive place across the street 
from it. After dinner we saw 
"My- Little Margie” at CBS stu¬ 
dios. Immediately afterward we 
went to see “Here’s Hawthorne” 
which is what I call a poor man’s 
quiz. I was able to get on the 
show, but all I won was a ball 
point fountain pen. 

On Tuesday Mr. and Mrs. Rob¬ 
ert Johnston, Madeline’s daughter 
and son-in-law, came and took 
us to Long Beach. From there 
we went to Knotts Berry Farm 
and the interesting ghost town 
completely- restored. We spent 
Tuesday night, Wednesday- and 
Wednesday night with the John¬ 
stons, then we went back to 
Madeleine on Thursday-. She ac¬ 
companied us to Forest Law-n 
Memorial Cemetery where we 
saw the magnificent stained glass 
window reproduction of The Last 
Supper and the gigantic Jan 
Styka painting of The Crucifix¬ 
ion. Thursday night Madeleine 
went with us to Hollywood where 
we took a tour of the Movie 
Stars’ homes and went to a musi¬ 
cal program of Verdi at the Hol¬ 
ly-wood Bowl. 

On Friday-, our last day- in Los 
.\ngeles. I talked with lladeleine 
about poets, poetry, poetry maga¬ 
zines and editors. She knows 
many of the great and near great 
in the field of poetry- and art and 
has entertained many- of them in 
her home. She is very well ac¬ 
quainted with Cotton Noe, Ken¬ 
tucky’s Poet Laureat who lives 
in Beverly- Hills, Before we left 
Madeleine gave me an auto¬ 
graphed copy- of her book of 
poems, “Potpourri” and her text¬ 
book for poets, “First Aid For 
Limping Verse,” which I intend 
to tell you more about in future 
M.M. columns. At present Made¬ 
leine is completing a historical 
volume of poetry on the famous 
California outlaw, Joaquin Mauri- 
etta. 

It was late Friday- afternoon 
when we left Los Angeles. We 
drove across a very hot stretch 
of desert to the town of Needles 
where we spent the night. Satur- 
urday we entered Arizona and 
went to the Grand Canyon where 
we took many pictures of the 
canyon and of the Hopi Indian 


I dance which is performed on the 
! rim of the canyon. We drove 
i along the rim of the canyon for 
; miles and on to Flagstaff where 
we spent the night. 

I Sunday we drove to Petrified 
Forest where we took many pic- 
! tures and then on into New Mex- 
' ico, the Land of Enchantment. 
We spent the night at a motel in 
L«s Cruces, N. Mex. .Monday 
morning we arose early, detenri- 
ined to reach Laredo, Texas be- 
fore stopping for the night. It 
was the longest drive for a single 
day we had made, but we kept 
on driving and after more than 
six hundred miles we reached 
Laredo which, like El Paso, is a 
border town and a port of entry 
into Mexico. We reached Laredo 
about 10:30, looked up Anita’s 
Grandmother and spent the night 
with her. 

From Monday night, Aug. 3rd 
to Saturday morning, Aug. 8 we 
stayed in hot, clammy, sultry 110 
degree Laredo and 120 degree Nu¬ 
evo Laredo in Mexico across the 
Rio Grande. If the houses we 
stayed in had not been air con¬ 
ditioned, we probably wouldn’t 
have stayed this long. Since the 
rate of exchange is eight pesos 
and fifty centavos to one Ameri¬ 
can dollar, we bought our gifts 
and souvenirs on the Mexican 
side. 

Long before we left Laredo we 
were homesick for Kentucky, and 
when we left there Saturday, 
August 8 we couldn’t get home 
fast enough. We drove as far as 
Henderson where we spent the 
night. Sunday we entered a 
greener part of Texas then came 
Arkansas where we saw many 
swamps and vast fields of rice, 
i We entered Tennessee and spent 
. the night near Memphis. Mon- 
i day, August 10 we entered Ken¬ 
tucky. Of all the things we saw 
j on our trip, nothing looked more 
; beautiful or inviting than the 
' green wooded hills of Kentucky 
' and her fields of corn and to¬ 
bacco. On that Monday night we 
were as happy to return to Lex¬ 
ington as we had been to leav-e 
it fort.v days before. We were 
: tired, but happy and thankful 
that our trip was over and that 
we had had such good luck all 
the way. 

On the trip we travelled 7,885 
I miles and burned 454 gallons of 
gasoline through sixteen states.

The ventilation of the bam 
should be given first considera- 
t.’on in the curing of burley to¬ 
bacco, says Jack N. Krueger in 
a new circular of the University 
of Kentucky called Heating Prac¬ 
tices and Equipment for Curing 
Burley Tobacco.” 

A third to a half of the barn 
walls should be ventilator doors. 
This will give adequate ventila¬ 
tion for air-curing, provided to¬ 
bacco is not crowded into the 
bam, it is stated. 

“However, if tobacco remains 
in high case for more than 24 
hours, then heat should be used 
to bring the tobacco down to the 
correct dryness for proper cur¬ 
ing.” The primary purpose of 
firing is to control the humidity 
in the bam, but “firing in a 
properly filled burley tobacco 
bam during favorable curing 
weather is not necessary.” 

Mr. Krueger discusses distri¬ 
bution of heat. Uniform heat 
distribution is achieved by using 
an adequate number of stoves, 
each burning at a moderate rate. 

Fuels used in curing tobacco 
include coke, fuel oil, natural 
gas, and propane gas. Coke is 
considered inexpensive, but re¬ 
quires a good deal of labor. The 
stoves are started outside the 
bam and then moved in. They 
should be attended at least twice 
a day. Control of coke heat is 
difficult and heat output is not 
uniform. 

Natural gas is considered good 
fuel for curing tobacco. Its cost 
is said to be less than that of any 
other satisfactory fuel. Propane 
or bottled gas has been success¬ 
fully used in curing leaf. It 
costs about, ihree times as much 
as natural gas.

Better stands of grass and le¬ 
gumes can be obtained by drill¬ 
ing the seed directly over a band 
of fertilizer placed one inch un¬ 
der the seed. This method of 
seeding grasses, clover and al¬ 
falfa has shown superior results 
in tests made by the Ohio Ex¬ 
periment Station and the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Band 
Seeding not only provides better 
stands thah broadcast seedings, 
but the seedlings grow faster, 
compete better with weeds and 
survive the wirtter better. 

“Band seeding” may be done 
with conventional grain drills 
equipped with fertilizer and small 
seed attachments. The fertilizer 
is drilled in, about I'j inches 
deep and covered. The seed is 
then dropped in bands over the 
furrow and covered with the 
drill chains and cultipacker. The 
only modifications for the equip¬ 
ment is the addition of short 
pieces of hose to carry the seed 
from the hopper to the furrow so 
it will not be scattered. 

The failure to get good stands 
of meadows and pastures contri¬ 
butes greatly to the cost of farm¬ 
ing in Kentucky so it is expected 
that many farmers will try “bapd 
seeding” this fall and next spring. 

LOW PRICES of livestock may 
encourage more efficient produc¬ 
tion practices. Here are two of 
the most important practices 
that every Kentucky farmer 
should consider; 

1. Cull now. It always pays to 
cull poor producers, whether 
dairy, beef, sheep, ho.gs or poul- 
tr.v, but now w'ith lower prices 
and higher costs it’s more im¬ 
portant than ever to eliminate 
culls from the herds and flocks 
Slow and late breeders, sires or 
dams th.it produce poor off¬ 
spring, rogues, unhealthy and 
ether undesirable animals should 
be sold for slaughter—even if at 
a loss—before winter. It’s doubly 
important that breeders of pure- 
breds initiate an intensive cullin'* 
program. Too man.v cull pure- 
breds have already been sold into 
neighbors herds as foundation 
animals. 

2. Utilize Pastures Better. The 
maximum use of pastures for 
livestock feed reduces the cost of 
production. The development of 
“accumulated winter pastures.” 
the fuller use of small grain 
cover crops, the use of sudan 


grass for drouth insurance, and 
the making of grass silage are all 
important factors in lowering the 
cost of livestock production. 

Looking backwards. After the 
end of World War I, about 33 
years ago, hog prices dropped 
from $20.00 to $7.00; wheat from 
$2.50 to 90c; corn from $1.80 to 
42c and other farm products in 
like proportion. These are some 
of the reasons why farmers last 
month overwhelmingly accepted 
the wheat control pro.gram. 

Boiling Point. It made me boil 
a few days ago when I read and 
heard reoorts that the cost of 
living had gone up again due to 
higher prices of farm products. 
At the same time, I see that the 
farmers’ share of the market bas¬ 
ket dollar has dropped to 44c.
